Professor Alexander Haig, 
an Eng­ 
lish dietary expert, has written from 
London to the medical fraternity of 
New York warning Americans against 
the popular t>eiief that the average 
man eats too much. He says that the. 
' Increasing number of deaths from heart 
failure is largely due to underfeeding. 
I 
The notion that science Is a more 
j unerring guide ih.tu is nature Is con­ 
stantly gaining ground. 
In the good 
old days men drank when they were 
thirsty and ate of whatever they wished 
until their hunger was satisfied. 
Now 
science condemns such foolishness as 
Í primitive. 
It prescribes one glass of j 
w ater one Lour before meals and one 
glass one hour after meals—no more, 
no less. If you happen not to be thirsty 
a t those tim es, no m atter, drink that 
am ount anyway. If perchance you are 
thirsty and would like two glusses you 
must not yield; it is only nature that 
prompts you, and nature is an unsafe 
guide. Or. j'ou may be “abnormally” 
thirsty at meals; nevertheless do not 
drink then. 
As to our amount of food, we are 
directed to consume so many grums 
of the proteins, so many grums of the 
carbohydrates and so many gTams of 
fat. while we hear learned discourses 
upon large calories and the supreme 
importance of exactly m aintaining our 
nitrogen balance—w hatever that may 
mean. 
I have purposely not mentioned the 
precise numbers of gram s of the differ­ 
ent food elements, for the simple rea­ 
son that our eminent authorities have 
not yet agreed upon this im portant 
point. All give different figures. 
Scientists, 
however, 
following 
the * 
lead of Russell H. Chittenden, Ph. L>., 
LL. D., Sc. D., have pretty well agreed 
that the average man eats twice more

Lack of sleep bus a depressing effect < 
on the heart, for during sleep cerebral i 
circulation diminishes, when the blood j 
can devote itself to the rest of the » 
body.

Eating before going to bed, partleu- j 
larly if one is up late, is a good prac- • 
tice, it being most favorable to thor- i 
©ugh body repair that the blood at 
night be rich in nourishment. 
Accustoming the digestive organs to 
a small amount of food results in a de- i 
cline of appetite, whereas our object 
should be to Increase api*etite and 
thereby strengthen our digestive pow­ 
ers by judicious exerci« e in the open 
air or in a well ventilated room. 
' 
If the doctrine that a small appetite 
is preferable to a large appetite be 
true—and this is what "economy in 
nutritio n” teaches— then open 
air ex­ 
ercise, which m anifestly Increases ap­ 
petite, must be injurious to health. Or 
why should we exercise to increase ap­ 
petite if we may eat only so much? 
The notion is wholly absurd. 
The 
first sign of Illness in a man or an ani­ 
mal is loss of appetite. 
And usually 
appetite is u measure of health. 
To build up the heart and muscular 
system generally we must vigorously 
exercise the muscles. 
It is not enough that one should 
stuff 
himself; It is all im portant that 
be 
should desire every morsel he eats, 
and this he will do only If be under­ 
goes general physical and mental ex­ 
ercise. Food that is ingested, and 
ev en 
digested, will be absorbed only by 
those organs that need it—that have 
been exercised. 
This fact 
ex plains 
why many persons that are good 
“ feed­ 
ers” are yet inadeq uately nourished. 
If they are brain workers and take no 
physical exercise their brains 
absorb 
w hat nourishment they need; the 
rest 
is ex creted. 
Magnificent as are the results of 
brain work we must bear in mind that 
there could be no result without the 
co-operation of the body, aud that the 
body In Its turn depends primarily on 
the integrity of its heart, lungs and 
stomach.—G. Elliot Flint In New York 
World. 


figure does not appear to be ot remark 
able size, bui gradually as one ap­ 
proaches the hill It assumes an Impos­ 
ing and definite shape. 
The figure, about 240 feet in height, 
was merely shaped in the turf so as to 
allow the chair to appear through. In 
the course of time these depressions in 
the surface became almost impercepti­ 
ble, and to such an extent was the fig­ 
ure neglected that at last it was only 
possible to make out the form at a dis­ 
tance when tie 
slight hollows were 
marked by drifted snow or when the 
obliq ue rays of tin rising or setting sun 
threw them into a deep shadow, in or­ 
der to preserve the form of the Long 
Man. and to render it at the same time 
easily distinguishable at a distance the 
outline vvas marked by a single line of 
white bricks placed closely together. 
The effect has been to produce a some­ 
what startling figure, which is plainly 
visible in fine weather from a great 
distance. 
There are in different parts of the 
country other examples of extremely 
rude and early hillside figures, and, al­ 
though the very fact of their great an­ 
tiq uity renders it unlikely that histor 
leal or d K-umentary evidence will be 
forthcoming as to their design or pre 
else purpose, it is \ery satisfactory to 
find 
that an 
explanation has been 
found which will at « nice account for 
many of their peculiarities. 
The theory is that these are sacri­ 
ficial figures. We ¡earn from the wr.t 
ings of t ’aesar that the Gauls (and the 
Britons were doubtless Included) had 
figures of vast size, the limbs of which, 
formed of osiers they filled with liv­ 
ing men.
